District of Columbia legislation occu- 


pies the house today. For the rest of the 
week, the rules committee will probably 
Rive several days for the bill to elect 
United Stntes senators by direct vote of 
the people, and also several days 
numerous bills of a le^al and judicial 
character reported by the judiciary com- 
mittee. 


In IIi3 Senate. 


The committee on uppropriitions will 


have the right of way in the senate dur- 
ing the wt_'k, and an effort will be made 
to dispose of a number of bills which 
hnve beeo held up awaiting the dispOMi- 
tion of the tariff. There is a possibility 
that some other day early in the week 
may be allotted to the committee ou for- 
eign relations, as Senator Morgan is very 
anxious to have the Chinese treaty dis 
posed of. He thinks thut one duy will bu 
sufficient. 


Senator Cockrell, chairman of the com- 


mittee on appropriations, says that the 
pension bill probably will be first taken 
up. Later iu the week the am iller ap- 
propriation bills for fortifications, mili- 
tary academy, post office and other bills 
that will not consume much time will ba 
disposed of. 


It is expected that during the week bills 


of local importance, which may be passed 
without much deitiy, will be considered 
in the two hours set ap art ior morning 
business. 


The resolution introduced last week by 


Senator Kyle to prevent federal inter- 
ference in railroad strikes 13 still upon the 
table, aud may be called up at any mo- 
ment. 


Patching Up Differences. 


The first effort to reconcile the differ- 


ences between the senate and house on 
the tariff will be made this afternoon. 


The Democratic conferred are to meet 


in the senate finance committee room. 
The Republican conferrees have not been 
asked to be present. It is not as a com- 
mittee, therefore, that the meeting wil 
be held, and it is understood to be the 
purpose of holding no meetings of the 
jull committee until the four Democratic 
senators and four Democratic representa- 
tives have reconciled all their diiier- 
ences.' 


Tile Democratic members of the com- 


mittee say they can expedite their w^rk 
better among themselves than they could 
if constantly exposed to the harassment 
of the minority conferrees. With this pro- 
gram iu view there may be no meeting of 
the committee as a whole for a week or 10 
days. 


Chairman Wilson left for West Vir- 


ginia immediately after his appointment 
as a conferree Saturday, so that there bus 
been no opportunity for consultation 
with him, and the Democratic conferrees 
will .tssemble without prearranged pro- 
gram.

and His Life was Saved—A Man in the 
Treiuens Tried to JUut an Electric 


There were two attempts at suicide in 


the city Saturday, one being from unre- 
quited love and the other from over-indul- 
gence in strong drink. In the iirst in- 
stance the love sick man was named Bott. 
wright. livins at 12 Hurd street, a foundry- 
man at Cole <fc Nichols'. He took an ounce 
and a half of laudanum, after having been, i 
according to report, on a mild soil of a 
spree since the Fourth. 


Tbe family w i t h whom he had boarded

m. Saturday until Op. m. last night, and 
his life was finally saved, and he will come 
out of the hospital a sadder but wiser man. 


The affair seeing to be the outcome of 


disappointment m love. Bottwright had 
been paying attention to a lady, who also 
resided at 12 Hurd street, but lattetly, it 
seems, he found that his affection for her 
was disregarded, much less reciprocated. 


1 his was more than he could bear. 
He 


also found that he had been supplanted in 
the girl's affections by a beau several years 
younger than he.

auspices and had proved a piorkable in- 
vestment, for the old debt bad been wiped 
out and big additions made with the earn- 
ings.

In 


other words, the expenses in tbe line of 
management were out of proportion to the 
output. The days of 10 and 15 per cent, 
profits are gone by and mills in the luture 
wiil have to compete with the produces of 
foreign concerns. 


The stockholders voted to increase the 


capital stock so as to enlarge the mill. Tak- 
ing this instance with a local application a 
prominent mill man says that it is only a 
matter of time for several, at least, of the 
Lowell mills to become a syndicate. This 
done, the management is concentrated, 
thereby saving a big sum of money yearly, 
which in part is returned in dividends, 
whereas if tbe mills were lun individually 
the dividends would be greatly decreased. 


It is reported tbat one Lowell rail! agent 


has been asked if he will accept the gener- 
al management of a syndicate of mills. 
IJis answer has not yet been given. Should 
anything come of the movement and the 
mills come under one bead several high 
salaried officials would have to step down 
and out. But at present the syndicate 
does not Joom up on the commercial hori- 
zon with any great strength.

THE Sux in its telegraphic news yester- 


day, had the announcement tbat tbe Bos- 
ton police were called out on account of a 
rumored strike among the Boston & Maine 
railroad employes.
